Who  ts  at  Fault? 
A  short  time  since  a  valuable  cow 
belonging  to  Mr.  E.  E.  Ellms  was 
killed  by  the  express  train  to  Boston. 
Last  Monday  noon  a  drove  of  ni>u 
cows  belonging  to  Mr.  Ellms  were  or 
the  track  near  the  crossing  at  James' 
lane  and  were  driven  by  the  noon 
from  that  place  to  Stewart's  crossing, 
directly  ahead  of  the  engine,  delaying 
the  train  over  five  minutes,  it  being 
necessary  to  stop  and  send  a  man 
ahead  to  drive  the  cows  from  the 
track.  On  bolh  of  these  occasions 
the  cows  went  onto  the  track  from  the 
crossing  at  James'  lane.  Although  this 
is  a  private  crossing,  It  Is  used  quite 
as  much  as  many  public  crossings 
which  are  guarded  by  either  gates, 
signs  or  flagmen,  and  it  seems  as  if  at 
this  crossing,  which  is  in  a  very  ex- 
posed place,  being  as  it  is  directly 
ahead  of  a  very  sharp  curve,  some 
measure  should  be  taken  at  once  to 
ptevent  further  accident,  and  perhaps 
the  losa  of  human  life.  There  were 
formerly  what  are  known  as  Cat  lie 
guards  at  the  crossing  bul  they  have 
recently  been  removed  for  n 
known  reason,  but  if  we  are  correctly 
informed  the  law  requires  either  these 
or  bars  at  all  such  crossings.  Some 
persons  l>  evidently  at  fault  in  this 
case,  but  who  ills  we  are  unabl< 
say.

In  baring  a  silver  watch  case  great  care 
should  bo  taken  to  secure  one  'b.l  is  solid 
silver  throughout.  The  cap  of  most  cheap 
silver  caacs  is  made  of  a  composition  known 
as  albata,  which  is  a  Terr  poor  substitute 
for  silver,  as  it  turns  black:  in  a  short  time. 
The  backs  of  such  cases  are  made  mnch 
thinner  than  those  of  an  all  silver  case, 
bring  robbed  in  order  to  make  the  cap 
thicker  and  get  in  as  mnch  as  possible  of 
the  cheap  metal.  Another  important  point 
inaulver  case  is  the  joints  or  hinges,  which 
should  be  made  of  gold.  Those  of  most 
cheap  rases  are  made  of  silver,  which  is 
not  a  suitable  metal  for  that  purpose.  In 
a  brief  period  it  warps,  bends  and  spreads 
apart,  allowing  the  backs  to  become  loose 
upon  the  case  and  admitting  tbe  dust  and 
dirt  that  accu mmnlate  in  the  pocket.  The 
Keystone  Silver  Watch  Cases  are  only  made 
with  silver  caps  and  gold  joints.

would  be  no  outside  markets  to  which  sho 
could  ship  hor  superflons  prodnots.

Oaftle-drovere  in  their  journeys  ovor  the 
Alps  often  fall  viotlms  to  avalanches.  At 
certain  times  of  the  yaar  they  lilcraltj  carry 
ihcir  lives  In  their  bonds.  A  volutuo  might 
be  filled  with  a  history  of  their  adventnree. 
When  the  weather  la  threatening,  they  lake 
with  them  spades  to  dig  their  cattle  ont  of 
snow-drifts,  and,  in  case  of  need,  to  dig 
onteaoh  other.  In  the  winter  of  1880 1 
travolsd  tram  Alrolo  to  Locarno  with  an 
Italian  drovsr,  who  gave  me  a  granule  de- 
scription of  the  wny  In  which,  a  few  weeks 
before,  he  had  lost  half  n  drove  of  oxeu  by 
an  avalanohe  In  the  Vol  ds  Tremolo.  This 
man  spent  all  his  working  life  on  the  St. 
Gothard  road.  No  sooner  had  he  driven 
one  lot  of  oxen  from  Lom  hardy  to  Zurich 
than  he  returned  by  diligence  and  tali  to 
Turin  for  another  lot.  Tho  journey  oecn. 
pied  a  fortnight,  and  he  was  on  the  move 
all  the  year  round.  In  summer  ho  trevoled 
by  night,  in  winter  hy  day.  The  man  led 
a  wild  free  life  and  was  ihs  vsry  plotnro  of 
health;  hut  he  look,  d  forward  with  grant 
satisfaction  to  the  tlms  whon  tho  comple- 
tion of  tho  St.  QoUiard  Itailway  should  en- 
able  him  to  ride  through,  Instead  of  over, 
tho  mountain— a  satisfaction  In  whieh,  if 
the  qnostiou  could  have  been  pnt  to  them, 
his  cattle  would  doubtless  have  partici- 
pated. Many  instance,  of  the  deadly  perils 
that  beset  winter  wanderers  on  the  Alps  are 
on  record.  In  March,  1500,  throe  drovers 
and  forty-five  hones  wore  killed  by  a  single 
avalanohe  in  tho  Septlmer  Pass.  In  the 
some  year  a  like  fnto  befell  seven  mon  and 
two  hundred  and  ten  bones  on  the  Cm- 
brail,  a  place  where,  both  before  and  since, 
many  lives  of  man  and  beast  have  been  sac- 
rificed in  the  same  way.  Tho  Frenoh 
troops,  in  tholr  passage  of  the  Alps  in  1800, 
suffered  muoh  from  avalanches.  Macdou- 
eld,  who  iod  his  division  over  the  Splngcn, 
tost  whole  columns.  A  drummer,  thrown 
by  the  wind  of  a  SUialiaieine  down  a  preci- 
pios,  alighted  on  soft  snow,  and  was  un- 
hurt. His  comrades  heard  his  cries  for 
help;  hnt  the  precipice  was  sodoepthst 
they  could  do  nothing  for  him,  and  the 
poor  wreteh  perished  mUerahly  of  hunger 
and  cold.  In  T/orember,  1478,  ten  thou- 
sand Swiss  marched  over  the  Helvotio  Alps 
to  take  part  in  the  campaign  that  ended  In 
tho  "  crowning  viotory  "  of  Giornico.  The 
advance  guard  of  this  force,  as  It  crossed  the 
8L  Oothard  Pass,  lost  sixty  men  hy  an  ava- 
lanohe. Twenty-one  years  thereafler  a 
hundred  French  soldiers  were  destroyed 
hy  a  similar  catohtropho  as  they  crested 
the  St.  Bernard  into  Italy.— Tiiulry't  Magi.

Coal  gas  was  originally  used,  bnt 
1821  the  proprietors  ot  Oovent  Garden 
adopted  oil-gas,  which  thoy  manufactured 
premises,  nnd  which  led  to  the  disos- 
tplosion  in  1828,  when  wax-candles 
were  again  adopted  for  some  years  to  illu- 
mine tbe  front  of  tho  bouse.
